Diversification 
study for local 
industry backed

After touring Lompoc and meeting 
with city officials and planners Monday, 
a representative of the Defense 
Department’s Office of Economic 
Adjustment said he would recommend 
the go-ahead on a study of how best to 
diversify the local economy. 
Charles G. Ellington, West Coast 
regional director of the OEA, said that 
because Vandenberg Air Force Base is 
not likely to shut down, as have 1,400 
others in the United States since 1968, 
Lompoc's situation is not critical. 
“ But,” he added, “ any community that 
depends on a military base, no matter 
how solid, had better be thinking about 
the future.” 
The OEA serves as staff for the 
President’s Economic Adjustment Com­ 
mittee, established in 1970 to assist com­ 
munities suffering an adverse impact 
from military base closures or cutbacks. 
Basically, the office coordinates govern­ 
ment agencies in helping cities which are 
too dependent on military jobs attract 
private industry. 
Lompoc is dependent on VAFB for 
✓-about 55 per cent of its jobs, Chafles Car­ 
michael. director of the Lompoc Valley 
Economic Development Association, es- 
tim ated . “ Any flu ctu a tio n at 
Vandenberg is felt here to the nth 
degree.” he said. 
Between January, 1970. and February. 
1976. there was a loss of more than 6,000 
jobs at VAFB. City Administrator Gene 
Wählers has reported. (VA FB’s current 
total work force amounts to 10,266 ) 
In late M arch, the N ational 
Aeronautics and Space Administration 
proposed a 50 per cent cutback in its per­ 
sonnel, reducing civil service employes 
from 27 to 12. Aerospace contractors also 
are phasing down, Carmichael said. 
These cutbacks affect the future as well 
as the current work force, he added. “ We 
graduate approximately 900 students a 
year, and within the valley there are 
very few places for these kids to find 
meaningful employment.” 
Current unemployment in Lompoc is 
estimated at 11.4 per cent, an increase 
from October’s figure of 11.2 per cent. 
This compares with February’s rate of 
7.6 per cent for Santa Barbara County, 
and a March rate of 7 3 per cent 
nationwide 
Wählers told the luncheon meeting 
with Ellington Monday, “ The city 
recently advertised for a park ranger 
and received 219 applications. We adver­ 
tised for a part-time clerk-typist and 
received 125 applications. We advertised 
for a maintenance man and. at last 
count, we’ve received 110 applications.” 
In the early seventies, as unemploy­ 
ment and vacancy rates climbed quickly, 
the Lompoc Valley Economic Develop­ 
ment Association was formed, a non­ 
profit group of about 60 members who 
together contribute $8.000 a year for ef­ 
forts to attract industry to the city. The 
city contributes $20.000 a vear to the 
EDA. 
In the EDA’s five years. Carmichael 
said. “ We’ve been singularly unsucces­ 
sful. We've brought in several small in­ 
dustries — Van Aid. B & W Ceramics and 
helped several retailers get started — 
but we haven't been successful in getting 
that factory or that manufacturing com­ 
pany ’’ The reason, he said, is that Lom­ 
poc has never had property set aside for 
industrial use that has been equipped 
with such basics as streets, curbs, water 
mains and electric power. 
The city recently failed after eight 
months of effort to get Rapco. a thermal 
insulation company, to move into Lom­ 
poc. But Carmichael noted at the 
meeting that although such companies as 
Van Aid and B & W Ceramics “ were not 
the spectacular type we were looking 
for. a number of small ones we have got- 


ten equal one Rapco.” 
Recent efforts, it was also noted, have 
been so far successful in getting a 
$100,000 government grant for street im­ 
provements and utilities for 10 acres 
near Laurel Avenue and A Street. A 
developer has agreed to construct 20,000 
square feet of industrial space on the 
property. 
Two new buildings are currently under 
construction — “ The first two buildings 
that have gone up in Lompoc for industry 
in the last three years. For a community 
that prides itself on supporting the 
largest ballistic missile and space center 
in the country, that’s sad. It’s sad that 
we haven’t been able to get this construc­ 
tion going.” 
Carmichael added, “ It looks like we’re 
finally cracking the shell.” One of the 
twonew buildings “ isn’t even finished yet 
and it’s already leased.” Since about 
1974. he said. Lompoc has had a near- 
zero vacancy rate and is currently ex­ 
periencing a residential building boom.“ 
Now that the prospect of attracting in­ 
dustry is better. Jack Lam. community 
development director, said he would 
welcome to Lompoc any industry that is 
“ compatible with the environment, with 
the character of the valley,” but 
preferably assembly plants, rather than 
more like Grefco and Johns-Manville, 
which processes raw materials. 
“ Every community from San Diego to 
Eureka is looking for the electronic in­ 
dustries.” Carmichael said They are 
“ clean” industries, offering good-paying 
jobs to skilled persons "But there are 
not that many electronics factories in 
the world to satisfy the demand for them 
in California 
“ But maybe we’ll get some.” he ad­ 
ded. “ We've entertained several in­ 
quiries from electronic industries.” 
Currently, General Electric has a com­ 
pany in Lompoc, as well as Data 
Systems, a computer lab here eight 
months and already planning expansion. 
Carmichael noted that many persons 
in the Air Force are trained in 
electronics. They, along with military 
employes retired here, could attract new 
industry, he said. Also, if more jobs were 
available in Lompoc, those laid off or 
asked by defense contractors to move to 
other bases could have the option of 
remaining in the area If there were jobs 
here. Carmichael said. “ I ’m sure that a 
lot more would get out of the military 
than do,” 
Diversification that would give Lom­ 
poc residents employment options would 
mean more non-government jobs — light 
manufacturing, some research labs, 
electronics, computers, tourism and ser­ 
vice. Ellington suggested. “ Indirectly,” 
Carmichael said earlier, “ diversifica­ 
tion would mean growth, but that's not 
what we re looking for We’re looking to 
provide jobs for children coming into the 
labor force and for the existing un­ 
employed " 
Ellington concluded, that, for now. 
Lompoc's preparation of property for in­ 
dustry is crucial to its economic develop­ 
ment. "If you don't have merchandise on 
the shelf, you know how hard it is to 
make a sale.” But he also told the con­ 
gregation of City Council members. 
Chamber of Commerce. Community 
Development. 
Planning 
Commission. 
EDA and local press representatives 
that Lompoc has some “ real plusses.” 
including a “ quality of good life, 
whatever that is,” the necessary “ com­ 
munity support," and governmental 
"natural allies " 
Ellington said that the OEA could offer 
guidance, reference, advice, but that 
Lompoc would have to do the actual 
work in carrying out the diversification 
plan. 
He said that the city should hear news 
of a decision on whether OEA would fund 
the olan in about two or three months

Councilman will campaign 
for 'freebies' disclosure 


Councilman Charles Ward said today 
he will not support a final draft of a cable 
television franchise agreement which 
does not provide for public disclosure of 
who receives free service from the 
CATV provider. 
“ I have no desire to stop the franchisee 
from making its service available 
without charge in certain instances, but I 
do not want it going to people who could 
affect the cable service rates or service 
requirements.” Ward said. 
He made his comments following a 
decision by the council at a shirtsleeve 
session on the proposed cable franchise 
ordinance to leave unchanged a provision 
that free and/or reduced rate service 
may be given by the franchisee. 


Councilman Joe Valencia said at the 
session that he was not in favor of requir­ 
ing public disclosure of the free list 
because it would amount to additional 
controls in an already very stringent or­ 
dinance. 


"If an individual gets free cable ser­ 
vice. I believe it should be made public 
so that everyone will be able to tell 


whether there is any conflict of interest 
present.” Ward said. 
“ I have no objection to the cable 
franchisee providing, if it wants to, free 
service, but I will not vote for a 
franchise agreement that does not in­ 
clude the provision that such a free list 
be available for public inspection.” 
Ward indicated he feels he will be able 
to get the support of at least two other 
members of the council on this issue 
before the franchise ordinance comes up 
for adoption. 
The question of free service came up 
at a public hearing on the franchise or­ 
dinance proposal on March 22 when 
Alberta Morgan quoted an anonymous 
caller as saying that members of the 
City Council receive free cable service. 
The charge was emphatically denied 
by the members of the council, with 
Mayor Charlotte Benton offering to show 
Mrs. Morgan her canceled checks and 
Councilwoman Elin o r Lefkow itz 
volunteering the information that she 
had received a "please remit” notice 
when she was tardy in making one of her 
payments.

Human rights 
foreign policy 
approach hit 


WASHINGTON (U PI) - The State 
Department today warned Congress that 
linking human rights to foreign aid is a 
“ negative approach” to foreign policy. 
“ When we have to resort to these ac­ 
tions. it is because we have failed in our 
other efforts to enhance respect for 
human rights.” said Patricia Derian, the 
State Department’s coordinator for 
Human Rights and Humanitarian Af­ 
fairs. 
She said in prepared testimony that 
President Carter and the administration 
will continue a strong stand against 
rights violations, but urged an easing of 
reliance “ on aid cuts, public denuncia­ 
tions and other of the more negative ap­ 
proaches.” 
Her remarks to the House foreign as­ 
sistance subcommittee reflected the 
administration’s 
c o n c e r n 
over 
congressional amendments linking 
military aid and credits to the human 
rights situation in other countries. 


Carter's outspoken stand «1 rights 
violations has resulted in a deterioration 
of relations with some Latin American 
military-controlled governments and 
may have contributed to the Soviet 
rejection of the latest American 
proposals on strategic arms limitations. 


“ We will continue as necessary to ex­ 
press our concerns over the violations of 
human rights by word and by deed,” Ms 
Derian said

Savage spring storms battered the 
Southeast Monday night and early today, 
spawning tornadoes that virtually wiped 
out whole communities, unleashing a 
hailstorm that may have caused an air­ 
liner to crash and feeding floods that 
drove thousands from their homes. 
The lethal combination of twisters, 
floods and fierce hail and thunderstorms 
claim ed at least 103 lives, and 
authorities said the toll could go 
higher 
National Guardsmen were pressed into 
flood duty in Kentucky. West Virginia 
and Virginia Scores of persons were 
missing in Wise County. Va., but Civil 
Defense officials said it was impossible 
to say how many found refuge from high 
waters and how many might have 
drowned. 
Sixtyeight persons were killed and 27 
others injured when a Southern Airways 
DC9 crashed and exploded Monday in a 
fierce hailstorm at New Hope, Ga. 
Federal investigators said there was 
evidence that hail penetrated the plane’s 
windshield and damaged its jet engines. 
Two stewardesses told a physician who 
treated them for injuries that the plane 
lost power after hail began smashing 
against the craft's windows with “ terri­ 
ble noises." 
A tornado killed 20 persons in north 
Alabama Monday, another twister 
claimed 1 life in Georgia, floods killed 4 
persons in Kentucky. 4 in West Virginia.

MOSCOW (U P I) — Soviet leader 
Leonid I Brezhnev accused the United 
States today of losing its “ constructive 
approach” to arms limitation and taking 
a “ one-sided position.” 
The statement was the first Brezhnev 
has made on the stalemate in negotia­ 
tions for a new Strategic Arms Limita­ 
tion Treaty with Secretary of State 
Cyrus R Vance in Moscow last week. It 
appeared markedly milder than Soviet 
press comment and remarks by Foreign 
Minister Andrei A Gromyko 
The Soviet leader interjected five 
sentences on SALT into a toast at a din­ 
ner in honor of visiting Cuban President 
Fidel Castro The rest of the toast was 
devoted entirely to the relations of the 
Soviet Union with Cuba and the third 
world 
“ It is our program aim to achieve the 
solution of one of the most important 
tasks of our times, the task of limiting 
and ending the arms race, especially the 
nuclear arms race,” Brezhnev said.

Citizen teams went door to door and 
Mayor Andy W illiam s broadcast 
repeated appeals to residents to seek 
safety The flood ran more than two feet 
deep through downtown streets 
Jetliner crashes in 
hailstorm: 68 killed 


NEW HOPE. Ga. (U PI) - A Southern 
Airways DC9, its jets apparently clogged 
by violent hail that smashed windows in 
the plane glided down onto a two-lane 
highway Monday, crushing cars and 
buildings before exploding in a rain of 
fire, metal and victims 
Sixty-eight persons died and 27 others 
were injured. 
The victims on the ground apparently 
never knew what hit them. 
Those in the plane were obliged to sit 
and wait while the big plane drifted down 
from 15,000 feet, as the pilot. Capt. 
William W McKenzie. 54. of LaPlace, 
La., searched frantically for a place to 
land 
Sally Fumiss and her husband, who 
were among the 85 passengers and 
crewmen aboard the Southern flight, 
turned in their seats and kissed when 
they realized the plane was going down 
Mrs. Fumiss, 37, of Virginia Beach. 
Va., survived, but her husband died in 
the crash. 
“ All we could do was hold hands,” said 
Frederick Clemens, 18. of Wilmington. 
Del. “ I was sitting with my buddy next to 
me and a girlfriend was next to him. We 
all held hands.” 
Jack Barker, Federal Aviation Ad­ 
ministration spokesman, said the pilot of 
the Southern flight—No. 294, bound from 
Huntsville, Ala., to Atlanta— “ contacted 
the Atlanta Air Traffic Control Center 
and reported he had a windshield failure 
and one engine out. A minute later he 
called back to report that his second 


engine had failed.” 
Barker said the pilot first radioed that 
he would try to bring the plane into Dob­ 
bins Air Force Base, on the outskirts of 
Atlanta, but then quickly realized he 
couldn't make it. 
The pilot asked what air field was 
closest to him and was told Carter- 
sville. but again he said he couldn't make 
it. and radioed he was going to set it 
down on the road. 
During the tense radio messages 
McKenzie did not explain what sort of 
windshield failure he had encountered, 
but William Ayton. FAA coordinator at 
the crash site, said investigators had 
found evidence that hail had penetrated 
the windshield 
Two stewardesses, the only members 
of the four man crew to survive, said the 
hail broke numerous windows in the 
plane 
A Southern spokesman said Tuesday 
the plane apparently lost power because 
the hail had been sucked into the jets. 
“ Early indications are that the storm 
caused the ingestion of hail," the 
spokesman said. 
The huge ship, a stretched DC9, cut a 
300-foot long path of death and destruc­ 
tion as it settled onto the highway in the 
little town of New Hope, where the 
Confederates once engaged Gen William 
T. Sherman in one of the Civil War’s 
bloodiest battles. 
A car and a truck were mashed flat, 
and telephone poles and trees fell before 
the careening plane

FCI inmate pinning high 
hopes on his PM A training

Wayne Schrader, an FCI in­ 
mate, may be heading for 
heaven or for hell. 
It depends on his Positive 
Mental Attitude (PMA) train­ 
ing. Will it stand the test of 
time? 
Schrader believes it will. 
PMA changed his life in prison 
and he believes it can change 
the kind erf life he formerly 
lived out of prison. 
He plans to use PMA to get a 
wife, a home and a welding 
shop That would be his heaven. 
If PMA fails to hold up. he 
may fall back on shooting 
heroin in his arms. That would 
be his hell. 
PMA. now offered to inmates 
at over 50 prisons in 26 states, 
was developed by W. Clement 
Stone, a “ motivational genius" 
who turned $100 into a multi­ 
million dollar international in­ 
surance business. 
The goal of the program is to 
create a positive mental at­ 
titude in a person so he can “be 
successful in reaching any and 
all ‘reasonable’ goals..." 
“It is structured to help peo­ 
ple develop their strengths 
rather than concentrating on 
c o r r e c tin g 
w e a k n e s s e s . 
In stru cto rs teach skills — 
specifically skills that tend to 
enhance one's self-image," ac­ 
cording to PMA literature. 


The volunteer program con­ 
sists of 12 classroom lectures, 
and students must complete 12 
written assignments in order to 
receive a certificate of achieve­ 
ment from the correctional 
programs department at Lewis 
University. 


Books used in the program 
are supplied by the Stone Foun­ 
dation at no cost to the prisons 
or inm ates. They include 
“Think And Grow Rich,” “ Suc­ 
cess Through A Positive Mental 
Attitude." and “ The Success 
System That Never Fails." 


Because of PMA. Schrader 
has experienced happiness for 
the first time in his life, he 
reported in a private interview 
recently. 


“A lot of people think hap­ 
piness is something someone 
gives you or something you get 
from material objects; but hap­ 
piness is having peace of 
mind," he said. 
PMA has given him this bles­ 
sing of peace of mind and self- 
confidence because he “took 
the first step.” which is the 
third PMA success principle. 
Speaking with the conviction 
of another EST or Transcenden­ 
tal M editation trooper, he 
remarked, “ When you do this, 
take the first step to help 
y o u r s e lf , 
y o u ’re 
d o in g 
something extra of what is ex­ 
pected of you and in return 
there are universal laws which 
say when you do something ex­ 
tra. you’re repaid by nature. 
“ I was repaid in a blessing of 
a positive mental attitude.” 
Once a bank robber, Schrader 
is positive his life of crim e is 
over. The 26-year-old felon has 
spent a total of nine years 
behind bars, starting when he 
was 11. 
“ T here will be no m ore 
prison life for m e," he assured. 
“They can keep me here as long 
as they want now, but when I 
get out I’ll never come back.” 
There are 17 success princi­ 
ples of PMA. Some of them are 
“ accurate thinking,” “ self- 
discipline.” 
“ applied 
faith,” 
“pleasing personality,” “ per­ 
s o n a l 
i n i t i a t i v e , ” 
an d 
“ controlled thinking.” 


The 17th principle is “cosmic 
habit force." It means a person 
can change his life by running 
the 16 previous principles con­ 
stantly through his mind, let­ 
ting them seep into his sub­ 
conscious. and thus change how 
he thinks 
Schrader recalled. “ I use to 
lie in bed thinking how I could 
have robbed the bank better and 
not have gotten caught ” 
But this type of thinking was 
negative and it would manifest 
itself the next day in the way he 
dressed or acted, he explained 


PMA taught him. “ If you put 
garbage in (your head.) you'll 
get garbage out ” 
As part of the PMA training 


he began a year ago. Schrader 
stopped scheming of efficient 
ways to rob banks and con­ 
centrated instead on three 
positive goals he wanted to 
achieve — peace of mind, hap­ 
piness and e lig ib ility for 
furlough. 
He wrote the goals down on a 
piece of paper and carried it in 
his shirt pocket. He pulled it out 
and stu d ie d th e w ords at 
various tim es during the prison 
day. 
Besides helping him achieve 
peace of mind and happiness, 
he credits PMA for earning him 
the week furlough he recently 
completed. Moreover, he says 
PMA motivated him to enroll in 
the prison's vocational training 
p ro g ra m in w eld in g la s t 
November and to start taking 
classes through Allan Hancock 
College in January. 


But other inmates familiar 
with PMA are not convinced it 
is such a panacea. First, they 
claim som e cons take the 
program to get out of work 
(classes are conducted during 
working hours) or they only 
want the PMA certificate for 
scoring points with the parole 
board 


S chrader, who is inm ate 
chairman of the PMA program 
and a PMA teacher, admits this 
may happen, but after a few 
weeks the program “starts rub­ 
bing off and catches a person’s 
interest." 
According to the Bureau of 
Prisons, studies on the effect of 
PMA "seem to indicate very 
definite positive attitudinal 
changes in the students" to the 
point that recidivism (repeated 
c r im in a l 
b e h a v io r ) 
is 
significantly reduced 
Secondly, the skeptical in­ 
mates content that PMA makes 
only an artificial ego-boosting 
change in a person They claim 
that the first real disappoint­ 
ment a PMA trained ex-con ex­ 
periences on the outside of 
prison will set him back to his 
old habits — such as using 
heroin and doing what is neces­ 
sary to support that habit. 
One pessimistic con noted. 
Daily record

SACRAMENTO (U PI) - A 
three to five cent per gallon in­ 
crease in the gasoline tax is be­ 
ing proposed by the D epart­ 
ment of M otor Vehicles to end 
the annual vehicle registration 
fee and encourage the purchase 
of fuel-efficient cars. 


The plan was one of several 
proposals aim ed at increasing 
departm ental efficiency con­ 
tain ed in a self-ev alu atio n 
report sent to the legislature 
Monday. 


Thomas J. Novi, m anager of 
the program evaluation section, 
said in an interview that a 


“ surcharge" on each gallon of 
gasoline sold would replace the 
annual registration fee collect­ 
ed by the departm ent, thereby 
saving about $10 m illion spent 
this year to process the fees. 
Novi said the p rice hike 
would cost the driver of an 
average California c a r about 
$2.50 a month. The total am ount 
of money now collected by the 
state for registration and gas­ 
oline taxes, however, would re ­ 
main about the sam e. 
Novi said the current average 
$30 per vehicle registration fee 
“ is m ore like a property tax ” 
but the gasoline tax increase 


“ would be m ore of a user tax ." 
“ It would provide an econom ­ 
ic incentive to purchase fuel- 
efficient c a rs.” he said. 


A p erso n d riv in g a 1960 
Cadillac., for exam ple, now 
pays about $15 a y ear for 
registration. 


“ But under this plan, because 
of the higher fuel cost and the 
m iles per gallon the c ar gets, 
the Cadillac owner would end 
up paying a heck of a lot m ore,” 
Novi said. “ A person driving an 
old Volkswagen with better gas 
m ile a g e 
w ould be sa v in g 
m oney.” 


“ T hat's the subtlety of it .” 


A spokesm an for the d ep art­ 
ment estim ated that it would 
take a three to five cent per 
gallon tax hike to make up for 
the loss of about $600 million in 
annual registration fees. Sales 
and use taxes on new vehicles 
and other registration charges 
are not included in the figure. 


\ Novi said in c re a sin g th e 
gasoline tax would req u ire 
legislative action and added it 
w as 
“ o bviously p o litica lly 
sensitive and probably won t go 
anyw here.” 
Gov Edmund G Brown Jr 


twice previously has opposed 
legislation 
raisin g 
gasoline 
taxes, although neither plan 
called for a reduction in other 
governm ent expenses. 
“ If I thought it would go 
anyw here. I would sell my 
eight-cylinder C hevy.” Novi 
said 
“ But if you’re talking about 
reducing the cost of govern­ 
m ent. this would be an ex­ 
cellent plan.” he added 
“ It 
would reduce our costs and not 
add any because the Board of 
Equalization already has the 
m echanism for collecting the 
taxes ”

Both 
Podgorny and C astro visited 
Somalia and the Cuban w ent to 
Ethiopia The two countries a re 
governed by le ftist reg im es 
that the Soviets are courting, 
but they are split by squabbles. 
- The trip by Podgorny w as the 
first by a Soviet leader to the 
southern A frica region and 
dram atizes the K rem lin’s con­ 
cern for good relations with the 
developing African countries. 
M oscow c le a rly hopes to 
depict the United States as the 
agent of im perialism ami to as­ 
sociate 
W ashington’s 
nam e 
with w hite governm ents in 
Rhodesia and South Africa.

Explaining female s 


forfeit' simply

I find myself writing frequently about Social Security and its many inequities 
for the average retiree. Perhaps the most glaring of all is the ceiling placed on 
the amount of money a man or woman may earn by working After he or she 
passes the salary ceiling of $3.000 in 1977 (up from $2,760) there’s a time of 
reckoning and dismay. 
The retiree will lose one dollar in Social Security benefits for every two 
dollars in outside income (However the full Social Security payment will be 
made in any month in which outside wages did not exceed $250 ) But the person 
who does not work may collect unlimited sums of money from securities or 
other investments such as real estate, etc. and still collect monthly Social 
Security checks because this money was not "earned ” 
If some of us want to be productive or wish to work at something to keep busy 
or if necessity requires us to work, there’s another trap to snare us. New earn­ 
ings for a salaried job are subject to federal and other income taxes And if the 
weekly pay check comes out of a payroll computer, the chances are very good 
that another bite of this new working income is again being paid into Social 
Security. 
There are other less well-known injustices levied by the Social Security act. 
In a recent column I listed various ways by which the Social Security system 
discriminates against women 
And I received a letter from a reader of the Pittsburgh Press asking for a 
clarification of this sentence: " If she (the wife) chooses to collect Social 
Security on the basis of her own earnings, she then forfeits the dependent 
wife's benefits which her husband's Social Security payments were to have 
provided for her.” And he asked for an explanation in simpler terms. 
Since it’s possible others may have understood the point I made. I ’ll share the 
explanation contained in my reply to his letter. 
It's quite true, because it happened to my wife and me. After I took my man­ 
datory retirement from United Press International at age 65.1 continued work­ 
ing for another two years administering a Ford Foundation program to train 
minority youths for careers in journalism. My weekly fee few this special work 
project exceeded the limitations on allowable earnings and I did not apply for 
any Social Security benefits. 
My wife had four books published and did other free-lance writing. Since 
there was a possibility the Ford Foundation training program would continue 
for another year or two. she applied for Social Security benefits based on her 
own earnings for the required number of years. 
I and my employer — had been contributing to Social Security from its incep­ 
tion in the 1930s until I retired in the 1970s For the shorter period of time my 
wife had been earning money as a writer, her income as well as her Social 
Security deductions were less than mine. Therefore, her monthly Social 
Security checks were less. 
When the Ford Foundation program ended. I began to collect Social Security. 
We thought, in that case, my wife would be entitled to half my monthly pay­ 
ments. If she had never worked, that would be the case. My payments into 
Social Security through the years were computed on the basis of my wife 
collecting half of my monthly checks. 
In addition, through her earnings from her own work, she had also con­ 
tributed to Social Security Yet. as the rules are presently written, she is 
locked into the amount shie started to collect ... while I am alive 
Of course, in the event of a husband's death, a widow has the prerogative of 
getting monthly Social Security payments on the basis of her own earnings or 
her deceased husband's, whichever is greater

Economist lashes 
county split plan 


In a nearly two-hour presentation which at­ 
tracted an audience of fewer than 25 persons, 
Santa Maria economist Harold E. Hager lashed 
out Monday night in Solvang against a county 
split proposal. 
Hager gave a definite “ no" answer to the 
question: “ The proposed county split — is it 
worth it?" 
In fact. Hager claimed that a split of northern 
Santa Barbara County, including the Santa Ynez 
Valiev and the Lake Caehuma area, would prove 
“ extremely expensive." 
He took exception to statistics offered in a 


proposed Los Padres County feasibility study 
prepared under the sponsorship of the Santa 
Maria Chamber of Commerce. 


He criticized the lack of citizen input on the 
study and said he resented a three-man “ exer­ 
cise to kick this thing off. making us go through 
this agony." 


The meeting was sponsored jointly by the 
Santa Ynez Improvement and Protective As­ 
sociation.

Basically, the figures came down to 
this Rose wants $400,000 a year The 
Reds offered $325,000 
(A fter the 
material in the ad was written, the Reds 
reportedly offered Rose a two-year deal 
with $385,000 the first year, but backed 
down to $265,000 the second year The of­ 


fer was rejected. > 
Why did the Reds go public with the 
figures? 


“ We arrived at this decision because 
over the years Pete has used the media 
to negotiate his contract,’’ offered Reds’ 
General Manager Dick Wagner, who has 
been negotiating with Rose 


“ The past few months have seen many 
half-truths and 
incorrect 
things 
published by the media We simply want 
to set the record straight. We feel our of­ 
fers are fair 


“ We have great respect for Pete’s 
ability." continued Wagner, “ but we 
have to maintain fiscal responsibility so 
that the Reds and baseball can avoid the 
problems that killed the World Football 
League and the American Basketball As­ 
sociation 


Although Rose is “ Mr. Cincinnati 
Red” to many Cincy fans, some of whom 
think the Reds owe Rose a debt, the Reds 
were quick to point out in their ads. 
“ We d like our fans to remember that it 
was the ball club which recognized 
Pete's talents and signed him to his first 
contract.” 


'Mad Hungarian' doesn't like Vern's rules

NEW YORK (U P I) — When you give a good part of your life to something, 
more than 30 years in Vem Rapp’s case, you hate to see the whole thing go 
down the drain because of some circumstance over which you have absolutely 
no control. 
The St. Louis Cardinals' new manager realizes he's only one man, and he can 
do only so much, but in his own small way he's taking whatever steps he can to 
insure that the game of baseball, which has afforded him and so many others 
such enormous enjoyment plus a good living, continues to endure 
One of the first things Rapp did when he was named the Cardinals' manager 
last October was set down a few rules for his players One of the rules said his 
players would have to be clean shaven, meaning they couldn't wear 
moustaches or beards, and their hair would have to be of moderate length 
Al Hrabosky the Cards' left-handed relief ace who had gained himself quite a 
colorful reputation as “ The Mad Hungarian.“ largely because of his flowing Fu 
Manchu moustache and shoulder-length hair, called the new rule ridiculous 
He threatened to make an official grievance with the Players* Association 
and for awhile a serious confrontation began building between him and Rapp, 
but Hrabosky after some second thoughts, got up at a team meeting and 
apologized to Rapp and everything has been fine since 
Now Vem Rapp is not that naive to think he's going to save the world or keep 
baseball from dying simply because his Cardinals are going to be clean shaven 
this season He knows better than that. 
Nobody has to tell him the Oakland A s wore their hair any length they 
wanted as well as all kinds of moustaches during the years they were tearing 
up the American League, or that at the other extreme, the world champion Cin­ 
cinnati Reds are not allowed to wear moustaches, beards or their hair long 
Vem Rapp knows all that, too. 
All that the Cardinals' 48-year-old freshman manager reallv is trving to do is 


instill some discipline among his players so they eventually will learn how to 
discipline themselves When they learn that. Vem Rapp believes, not only will 
thev be all the better for it. but so will baseball, and in that regard I agree with 
him completely. 
“ I've worked with the so-called modern type player’ for the past eight years 
now. 
says Rapp, who has managed in the minors for 15 years, “ and during 
that time I asked the players to accept the conditions I ’m asking this Cardinal 
team to accept 
‘The biggest change I've noticed between the modern player and the player 
from the time I started back in 1946 was in their general discipline With many 
of today's players, there was a total lack of any discipline from the first day 
they came into baseball 
“ I ’m not blaming anyone." Rapp says. 
Right there, though, is where I have to disagree with Vem Rapp I think the 
primary blame lies with the parents of the players, who were too permissive to 
begin with and additional blame can be traced to these players' managers, 
who indulged them even more. 
i think it's all changing, though.says Rapp, “ and I hope I have something 
to do with it In the last 10 years, it was just worry about me. myself and I with 
many people in this game, and now I think some of these people are beginning 
to see the light “ 
When Vern Rapp first broke into baseball with the Marion Club of the Ohio 
State League 31 years ago. he played for $100 a month He remembers his first 
clubhouse had no shower and he had to hang his street clothes on a nail. 
If he wanted breakfast, he had to walk a mile-and-a-half and then another 
mile-and-a-half back to the ballpark That meant he had to walk three miles 
before he even put on his uniform During the course of day. Vern Rapp figures, 
he had to walk nine-ten miles 
Ask some ballplayer to do that today and he'll demand a car 
Mavbe even a chauffeur, too

The action stems from an attack on 
Lucchesi by Randle in Orlando, Fla , 
before an exhibition baseball game 
O’Brien said the Rangers had given 
Randle an opportunity to present his side 
of the attack, which required plastic sur­ 
gery on Lucchesi's face but said neither 
Randle nor his agent chose to appear 
Monday at Arlington Stadium 
“ Under major league rules and the 
basic agreement between the baseball 
clubs and the Major League Baseball 
Players Association, a club may impose 
a reasonable fine and deduct the amount 
from the player's salary or may suspend 
the player without a salary for a period 
not exceeding 30 days, or both, for viola­ 
tion of his contract." O’Brien said at a 
news conference. 
“ Under the terms of the major League 
Uniform Baseball contract a player is 
required to maintain the highest stan­ 
dards of personal conduct and good 
sportsmanship. 


The Texas Rangers baseball club is of 
the opinion and finds that Mr Randle’s 
violent assault upon his manager 
violates his agreement with the Texas 
Rangers baseball club with respect to 
the standard of conduct required of a 
player.”

O’Brien said the Rangers believed the 
reasons for Randle’s assault related 
entirely to Lucchesi's decision to take 
Randle out of the starting lineup 
Lucchesi said during the winter he was 
giving rookie Bump Wills the starting se­ 
cond base job over the veteran Randle. 
Randle complained during spring 
training about his lack of playing time 
and at one point attempted to leave camp 
h’it was dissuaded by several of his 
teammates. 
When Lucchesi learned Randle had 
tried to leave he said it would not have 
bothered him if the former Arizona State 
football and baseball star left camp. Luc­ 
chesi said he was tired of hearing the 
complaints of ” $80.000-a-year punks ”

ly preceding the fight and said he would 
take a lie detector test to substantiate

National

tion. stonewalling the league 
referees’ second straight year 
of post-season dem ands, in­ 
dicated Monday night it might 
sue the officials if a threatened 
strike of the NBA playoffs 
materializes next week 
In acknowledging that the 
referees have threatened to 
strike.

Plans were recently an­ 
nounced for the improvement 
of the two main arterials into 
and out of Lompoc, specifical­ 
ly North H Street and Ocean 
Avenue, both of which are 
state controlled highways. 
The East Ocean Avenue 
project has been in the works 
and fairly active for some 
time, with widening and land­ 
scaping plans having been ap­ 
proved only within the last 
year. Another segment of the 
entire highway improvement 
project, however, is somewhat 
new, or at least hasn’t been 
heard from for some time and 
therefore seems somewhat 
new. 
From H Street and Ocean 
Avenue north to Pine, a fresh 
blanket of asphalt is scheduled 
to be laid and new curbs and 
drains installed. Unfortunate­ 
ly, the work is scheduled to 
stop there and we would have 
hoped for more. 
The one good thing we saw 
in the freeway bypass was that 
Lompoc’s two main streets 
would come under our control

and would th erefore be 
available to us to landscape in 
whatever manner we deemed 
suitable. As it presently ex­ 
ists, the situation with the 
State control of H Street and 
Ocean Avenue prohibits any 
more landscaping than is 
presently installed, and that is 
precious little. We have to ask 
both the city and the state ex­ 
actly why it is we can’t have 
our main street, i.e. North H 
Street, landscaped at the same 
t i me this i m p r o v e m e n t 
project is under way? 
We have to believe that with 
the right amount and type of 
pressure the state would 
acquiesce to our request that 
something be done to improve 
the appearance of North H 
beyond the very inadequate 
planters now there.

p rom ise a 
new tech n ical 
m iracle of any kind ... that will solve our 
energy problem ." states the report. 
A m ericans m ust m ake up their minds, 
the study stresses, that they will have to 
change the way of life and pay enorm ous­ 
ly higher taxes to develop new energy 
sources 
Billions must be poured im m ediately 
into the mining, transportation and con­ 
version of coal. There has been a lot of 
loose talk about the nation’s four trillion 
tons of coal, the report observes. Yet 
o n ly 6 p er c e n t 
is e c o n o m ic a lly 
recoverable, and there is now no way to 
transport it To produce electricity from 
a billion tons of coal, according to the 
study, would cost a staggering $310 
billion 


Huge additional sum s must be spent to 


develop 
g a ses, 
e le c tr ic ity , 
nuclear 
power, solar energy and other energy 
form s. "U nless we do all of these things 
sim u lta n eo u sly ,’’ 
w arns 
the 
secret 
study, "there is the very real possibility 
of this country slipping into an un­ 
im aginable catastrophe, with social up­ 
heaval and revolution not excluded.” 
The search for new energy, adds the 
report, m ust be accom panied by strict 
conservation of old energy. The report 
scoffs at the turning-off-the-lights school 
of conservation, pointing out that a com ­ 
plete blackout of residential lights would 
save only 3 per cent of the energy con­ 
sumed in American homes. 
The Sw edes get along on two-thirds the 
energy that A m ericans consum e yet 
maintain equal living standards Their 
se c r e t: 
" T h ey u se m ore e ffic ie n t 
autom obiles, use m ore m ass transit, live 
in better-insulated 
hom es ... and use 
m ore efficient 
industrial 
p rocesses.” 
states the study. 
Yet the Swedish solution won't be 
enough to save the United States from an 
energy castrophe By the end of the cen­ 
tury, the study warns, the Am erican tax­ 
payers m ay have to spend half a trillion 
dollars to rem odel their hom es and fac­ 
tories — if the United States is to survive 
the energy squeeze. 
The report suggests that the energy 
crisis is a far greater threat to the nation 
than 
the 
en v iro n m en ta l 
p rob lem . 
Therefore, the report calls for nuclear 
plant construction, including the con­ 
troversial breeder reactor. 
"For the 
U S to survive, it needs all the help it 
can g et.” 
Unfortunately, these warnings have 
not stirred the Energy R esearch and 
Developm ent Adm inistration, which is 
supposed to solve the nation's energy 
needs. Four con fid en tial docum ents 
from ER D A ’s files reflect a business-as- 
usual mood inside the sprawling agency. 
One is a secret, inch-thick draft of the 
third annual "National Plan for Energy 
R e s e a r c h .

Demonstration ” Its findings, though not

Washington Calling by Marquis Childs 
Gov. Brown's come a long way 


SACRAMENTO - The Jerry Brown o f ' 
today is quite another Jerry Brown from 
the young novice who 
cam e into the 
governor’s office two years ago. His was 
then a non-political im age and we all 
cam e out from the East to write about 
this 37-year-old who looked with rather 
am used detachm ent at being chief ex ­ 
ecutive of the largest 
state in the union 
Now he com es on as 
a hard-charger. 
Af­ 
fairs of state appear to 
be uppermost in the 
mind of Gov Edmund 
G Brown Jr. After all. 
the election is only two 
years aw ay and no one 
here doubts that 
he 
will run for a second 
term 
In the presidential 
prim aries iast year he 
had the enviable record of winning six 
out of six The fresh young man from the 
West had to talk very little about issues 
Robert Strauss, then chairm an of the 
D em ocratic National C om m ittee, said 
privately that if Brown, a later starter, 
had begun 30 days earlier he would have 
won 
the 
D em ocratic nomination for 
president and Brown is inclined to agree 
Pennsylvania, yes. Ohio, yes, and that 
would have been enough 
To turn on the hard-charger you have 
only to repeat to him what many of his 
critics out here say: You talk a lot. but 
you have done very little about what 
needs to be done in California. 
His reply com es out with a rush of his 
accom plishm ents ranging from the state 
labor relations act to the California 
Conservation Corps. And he has a raft of 
figures to show that California is the 
fastest-growing 
state 
in em ploym ent 
next to Texas with the rate of unemploy­ 
ment 7 8 per cent as against around 10 
per cent when he cam e into office. 
Gov. Brown says that without the 
labor act the agreem ent betw een Caesar 
Chavez and Frank Fitzsim m ons of the 
T eam sters Union over the organizing of 
farm workers would not have been possi­ 
ble 
The agreem ent signed the other day 


en d e d 
10 y e a r s o f fe u d in g w ith 
widespread violence as Chavez — with 
national support — held out for the rights 
of his workers, many of whom were 
Chicanos 
Brown is building up a substantial 
record on the appointment of wom en and 
blacks and that will be an important a s­ 
set. he believes, when he runs two years 
from now 
In one conspicuous instance 
he put his Republican rival in 1978. Atty. 
Gen E velle Younger, in a tight spot 
Brown had nominated for Chief Justice 
of the State Suprem e Court 40-year-old 
Rose Elizabeth Bird who — following her 
le g a l e x p e r ie n c e , w h ich in c lu d ed 
teaching at the Stanford U niversity law 
school — has for two years been Brown’s 
Secretary of Agriculture and Services 
But the nomination had to be passed on 
by the three-m em ber State Com m ission 
on Judicial appointm ents. Younger, a 
m em ber of the com m ission, was put in 
the position of casting the deciding vote 
for M iss Bird 
Younger did this in spite of stiff opposi­ 
tion from Republicans A spokesm an for 
the right wing of the party said they 
could never vote for Younger if he voted 
for Bird At the sam e tim e, just to tidy 
things up. Brown named a black, W iley 
Manuel, to be an associate justice of the 
court. 
With Ronald Reagan lurking in the 
background and his lieutenants m utter­ 
ing that he intends to run for president 
again in 1980. Younger will not have an 
easy task 
But he is a powerful cam ­ 
paigner. making much of the law-and- 
order issue in a state racked by crim e 
Brown, as I talked with him , was leav­ 
ing to preside over the graduation of the 
first class of the California Conservation 
Corps, Eventually there will be 18 CCC 
training centers taking in blacks, whites, 
m en, women 
When they finish their 
training they will go to work on various 
natural resource projects. 
Brown gave Carter com paratively lit­ 
tle help in the cam paigning in this state 
last fall and his indifferent behavior at 
the Madison Square Garden convention 
was hardly likely to make them bosom 
pals 
But when Brown was in Washington 


Carter invited him to stay at the White 
House and sleep overnight in the Lincoln 
bed That was a gesture of goodwill that 
could overcom e som e of the chill that 
has existed between them . 
The governor has no illusions about the 
seriousness of the drought from which 
California is suffering It underscores his 
belief that the American people must 
realize that there are lim its to growth. 
Lim its, he says with the em phasis of one 
who has looked at the human predica­ 
ment out of his long Jesuit training. 
If Brown is daunted by what lies 
ahead, and in the gloom iest perspective 
it is grim indeed, he shows no sign of it. 
Bloodied in the rough-and-tumble of very 
rough politics. Brown is no longer an 
am ateur.
